Idol In Court Case 


Sacred Hindoo Image Lost Appeal 
To British Privy Council 

A. small, metal female idol, so 
sacred that she is never touched, fig- 
ured for 20 years in litigation which 
has come to an end before the judi- 
cial committee of the privy council, 

Members of the committee, with 
the murmur of London’s traffic in 
their ears, can never have heard a 
stranger story. .The idol was con- 
~structed about the middle of the 19th 
century by two Hindoo brothers. 
They installed her in their home and 
began to worship her. Their business 
began to prosper rapidly. 

, In. 1888 two sons of one of the 
gbrothers dedicated land to the idol by 
, & deed, Later, there was an arrange- 

ment. for partition of the - property. 
This. led. to Mtigation, and the high 
court at Fort William, Bengal, held 
that the idol was entitled only to 
part. of the property specified in the 
deed and the income from the rest. 

It was against this decision that 
the- idol, through her shebait or 
‘guardian, appealed to the judicial 
eorhmittee, which upheld the finding 
of the Bengal court, and ordered the 
idol to pay costs. 

The idol, which is about a foot 
square by six inches deep, is in the 
form of a swastika, or rather eight 
swastikas, all made of different 
metals and laid one on top of the 
other. It is kept in a room devoted 
solely to its worship in a specially 
built house. 

The priest appointed to attend it 
renders acts of worship, burns in- 
cense before it and makes offerings 
of sweetmeats and flowers, which are 
afterwards given to the poor. It is 
a common thing among certain Hin- 
doo families, particularly in Bengal, 
to establish such family idols. Trusts 
are formed under a special Hindoo 
law, under which property is vested 
in the idol in perpetuity.

Will Have Only Six Teeth In Each 
Jaw Predicts Dentist 


A million years from now every- 
body will look like Andy Gump and 
there will be only 12 teeth for every 
human, Dr. Charles A. Sweet, of 
Oakland, Calif., told the Ontario 
Dental Association at its annual 
meeting in Toronto. “Future man 
will have only six teeth in each jaw,” 
he said. - 

The doctor said that prehistoric 
man had four molars, but that, one 
by one, the teeth which we weren't 
using to crack, dinosaur bones and 
much corn pone were disappearing so 
that the wisdom tooth was on the 
edge of extinction. Man will in time 
lose his laterals and other teeth and 
will have very little chin and a huge 
head.

Send Insects Abroad 


Canadian Bugs To Be Given New 
Home In France And Other 
Countries 
Canadian stink bugs are being 
given new homes in France and other 

European countries. 

Packed snugly in cigar boxes, 
these humble insects are being given 
the benefits of foreign travel in fast 
trains and luxurious ocean liners. 

They are welcome across the At- 
lantic because they eat the beetles 
that feed on potato fields. 

Dr. Arthur Gibson, Dominion en- 
tomologist, said the stink bugs are 
bought by European governments in 
the same way Canada is buying Hun- 
garian parasites to attack the sawfly 
ravaging Canadian spruce stands. A 
shipment is now on the way to 
France. 

The potato beetle is something of 
@ commonplace in Canada but in 
Europe it is feared like a plague. In 
Germany the government has turned 
out the army to combat it. Dr. Gib 
son showed pictures of men in mili- 
tary uniforms industriously spraying 
potato plants in German fields.

Telephones In France 


May Soon Rival United States In 
Their Use 

France soon may rival the United 
States in the number of telephones 
and their use by the general public. 
To-day France boasts almost a mil- 
lion and a half telephones installed 
in homes and offices, or one for every

Among the cabins in the southern 
plantations, there had grown up a 
tradition that far away under the 
North Star could be found a para- 
dise of freedom over which a great 
queen reigned. On first setting foot 
on Canadian soil, the fugitive slave 
kneeled to kiss the bosom of a kindly 
mother; and all would be well with 
her soul had evéry other immigrant 
to Canada had within him the spirit 
te do likewise. = 

Just across the way from Mr. 
O’Hogan’s, there was a_ colored 
avern run by Jim Henderson, a big, 
tavern, deep-voiced nigger who told 
thrilling tales of slavery in the 
south. Jim had a weakness for 
fatty fried meats, and to regulate 
his system, he made a _ practice, 
every Friday night, of gurgling 
down the full of a big bottle of cas- 
tor oil to the delight of sundry 
urchins who assembled for the occa- 
sion. Rolling his eyes and smacking 
his lips, Henderson would then shuf- 
fie off back for a glass of gin to cut 
the oil out of his gullet. The 
negroes in Toronto were a harmless, 
law-abiding body of simple-minded 
people. These ex-slaves: worked as 
laborers ‘and teamsters; and a few 
of them were already property hold- 
ers, and took part in the stormy elec- 
tions of the day. Some of their des- 
cendants have risen to important 
positions in Canada; but the climate 
has proven too rigorous for the ma- 
jority of them. . 

Everything is relative in this life, 
and especially so the element of 
time. A summer takes longer to} 
pass in the enquiring days of child-| 
hood than does an entire decade fur- | 
ther along life's journey. As that 
long summer dragged on, the plague} 
came and hung over the town like 
the dread, intangible wraith that 
chokes one in a nightmare. There 
was fear and dread in everyone’s 
heart; and it was the deep smother- 
ing fear of utter helplessness.

EDMONTON.—The main in 
terest duting the past week ‘has 
centered around t me prauiet of 
the ex-servicemen’s organiza. 
tions over the dismissal of civil 
servants “without cause” by 
members il the Social wn 
cabinet. 

At a rmhass meeting wverided by} 
1000 veterans last Thursday, it was 
decided a representative delegation 
should wait on the government and 
place demands before it for rein- 
statement of dismissed veteran 
officials or appointment. of a royal 
commission headed by the Supreme 
Court judge to decide on the fair- 
ness or unfairness of the dismissals. 

Monday of this week, this dele- 
gation, headed by Major-General 
Griesbach, D.S.O., and H. A. Dyde, 
called on the Premier and were 
heard by the full cabinet, every min- 
No report was 
issued by the cabinet, but H. A. 
Dyde, speaking for the members or 
the delegation, afterwards said the 
interview had been most unsatisfac. | 
tory. 

“First the Premier asked us for 
our credentials,” Mr. Dyde stated. 
Then Hon. Solon Low asked us “if 
we were aware that a truck load of 
veterans had been brought to the 
mass meeting. last Thursday from 
Riley and that liquor’ was suppllied 
the men. at the expense of the Lib- 
eral slush fund.” - The insinuation 
was emphatically denied. 

General Griesbach stated the 
cabinet had been most unsympa- 
thetic from ‘the start of the inter- 
view and he objected to the insinua- 
tions and inuendos by the Premier 
and other members of the cabinet. 

Finally the cabinet told the dele- 
gation, after a discussion that was 
heated most of the time, that “a 
reply to the demands of the veter- 
ans should be given after the cabi- 
net had time to consider them.” 

The veterans’ committee will meet 
again this week and it is likely that 
another mass meetingw will be called 
early to discuss plans for further 
‘protest if the government refuses to 
grant the demands. 


Following on the discussion over 
the veterans’ affair, the government 
is faced with another statement by 
Mr. Charles Cockroft, former pro- 
vincial treasurer, who demands an 
apology from Premier Aberhart for 
“remarks of an insinuating and ob- 
jectionable nature regarding him.” 

Mr. Cockroft states that unless 
this “public apology” is forthcom- 
ing from the Premier, his offer to 
submit to recall by any other than 
the requirements of the provincial 
act are off. Some time ago Mr. 
Cockroft offered to resign his seat 

if 40 per cent of electors called for 
| it, while the provincial aet calls for 
66 2-3 per cent of those on the 
voters’ list. Now he refuses to stand 
by his offer unless the Premier 
apologizes. 

Mr. Cockroft has returned from 
British Columbia and has acceptea 
the post of Alberta manager for the 
Louralo Coach Co., Ltd., of Vancou- 
ver, which specializes in trailer 
cars. He will have the appointing 
of agents throughout the province. 


Hon. Solon Low, provincial treas- 
urer, made the announcement on 
Monday that the province has de- 
faulted on the $1,650,000 bond 
maturity June 1st, as the Dominion 
and the Bank of Canada have both 
refused to loan the necessary money 
to enable the province to meet its 
obligations.

; There is little doubt that this is recognized py governmental author- 
&, ities and advisory committees being set up to devise policies and by depart- 
ys mental officials who will be charged with putting them into effect. Indeed, 

enough has already been published in the daily press to indicate that ex- 
perts and authorities are aware of the necessity of tempering plans to 
suit local conditions. 

In addition to assisting these plans to fruition with moral as well as 
active support, it is highly desirable that the general public exercise a 
considerable degree of patience, for as Rome was not built in a day, so 
also, the ultimate benefits of this or any other program of rehabilitation 
cannot be realized overnight. 

Agricultural and other practices which have brought large sections of 
the three prairie provinces to the verge of desert conditions, have been 
carried on over a period of many years and it will take some time, no mat- 
ter how vigorously and speedily plans are put into operation, before they 
will yield a harvest in restored fertility and improved conditions. 

There is no doubt that even with heartiest co-operation on the part of 
all concerned, the process will be an uphill, a laborious and an expensive 
process, but the effort will repay itself a chousandfold if, as a result of it, 
western agriculture becomes more stabilized than it has been in the past 
six or seven years. 

That the authorities in charge of the undertaking realize that rehabili- 
tation will be costly is indicated by the fact that the appropriation of two | 
million dollars made by Parliament at the recent session only provides for 
the first year’s effort of a program which may be expected to require any- | 
where from five to ten years to bring the plans to anything approaching | 

- completion. 

There are not lacking, even in the west, some who may occasionally 
be heard advocating the return of the prairies to the Indians and the 
gophers, but such talk is ridiculous when one remembers what has been 
achieved by western agriculture in past years. What has been done in the 

~ past can bé done again, once the ravages of past malpractices have -been 

remedied. Mistakes must be recognized and fences—-metaphorical ones— 
repaired.

Big Tourist Trade 


Greatest Volume In History Is Ex- 
pected This Year 

Canada will play host this year to 
the greatest volume of, tourists in its 
history. “An all-time high record was 
predicted by D. Leo Dolan, director 
of the Canadian travel bureau. 

“On very conservative figures,” 
said Mr. Dolan, “tourists will spend 
at least $325,000,000 in Canada this 
year and probably more. This will 
exceed the peak of $309,000,000 in 
1929. 

“To date this year. we have had 
48,767 inquiries from people contem- 
plating trips to this country. Last 
year at this time inquiries, number- 
ed 26,295, and the total for the whole 
of 1936 was 52,668. We should pass 
last year’s total before the end of 
May. 

“In May, 1936, * tourists spent 
$255,000,000, an increase of about 
$50,000,000 from 1935. On the basis 
of our figures it appears this year 
will be about $75,000,000 better than 
1936.” 

Not only will the volume of tour- 
ists increase, Mr. Dolan said, but 
they will spend more. Economic 
conditions have improved and the 
eharacter of the inquiries showed a 
greater proportion than last year 
were from people with plenty of 


money. { 


“Hotels, steamship companies and 
others catering to tourists all report 
reservations higher than in the past 
eight years,” he stated. 

“Requests for literature received 
here and at our outlets in the United 
States have increased so mUch it has 
been necessary in many cases to have 
reprintings. 

“There is an increased volume of 
inquiries from every state in the 
union and it is remarkable how much 
‘repeat business’ we are getting. 
Tourists who visited one part of Can- 
ada in past years are coming back 
this year to some other part, so all} 
sections of the country are receiving 
the benefit.’’ 


Sawfly Destroys Forests 


The Raw Material 
Newsprint Industry 


Imperils of 

Government officials are renewing 
their attack on the spruce sawfly, an 
insect which imperils the raw ma- 
terial of the whole Canadian news- 
print industry. 

Surveying ravages caused by this 
European insect which kills trees by 
eating the leaves, Dr. Arthur Gibson, 
Dominion entomologist, declared. 

“The sawfly is undoubtedly the 
gravest menace to the Canadian 
forest industry. Forestry men now 
recognize it as a danger of greater 
gravity than forest fires. 

“By the end of this year the saw- 
fly will have destroyed 7,000 square 
miles of spruce in the Gaspe penin- 
sula alone. 
New Brunswick and into Nova Scotia 
and is moving westward toward On- 
tario.” 

Mature spruce available for the 
lumbering industry is estimated at 
65,422,000,000 cubic feet, natural 
wealth equivalent to $1,000 for every 
man, woman and child in the coun- 


Provincial forestry services are co- 
operating with the Dominion in fight- 
ing the pest. Pulp and paper com- 
panies ‘have been aroused to the 
danger and a group of their key 
men gathered in the office of J. J. 
deGryse, one of Dr Gibson's assist- 
ants, to learn methods of combatting 
the infestation.

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Corn Starch Said To Be A Potential 
Counteractive For Disease | 
Corn starch emerged from scien-| 
tific laboratories as a potential coun- 
teractive for canctr. The discovery 
was outlined in the fourth annual re- 
port of the international cancer re- 
search foundation. 

Dr. Robert Chambers and associ- 
ates at New York University biology 
department reported they injected 
corn starch into mice having tumors! 
that ordinarily _ kill them in two 
weeks. Instead of dying the mice | 
were cured in 30 days. 

Similar experiments with oil of 
wintergreen were nearly as success- | 
ful, the researchers reported. But, | 
the foundation report emphasized, | 
they are merely experiments and | 
patients should beware of | 
quacks who may sell them as | 
“cures.”

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‘Sod Houses Built By Early 


West would have been 
harder to séttle than they 
were, 

Pioneers turned to sod because of 
absence of the necessary wood 
stone, and sod turned out to be 
not worst possible building ma- 
terial. It» was made tough by the 
roots of the wild vegetation and it 
could be handled in strips as long as 
the builder wished, Walls built of 
sod were proof against fire and wind 
and were quite resistant to the heat 
of summer and the cold of winter. 
When the top was protected from 
rain by a roof, a sod-house was fairly 
durable. 

In connection with the use of sod 
for housés, it is interesting to note 
that “The Columbia Encyclopedia” 
finds here the source of one of the 
most common slang expressions. 

“It seems that some settlers did 
not realize that a sod wall must 
have*a “hat’ for protection from 
the rain. These people built fences, 
as well as houses, of sod, whereupon 
rain soon made an unsightly line of 
mud and tangled roots out of such 
fences. There then came into being 
the expression, “homely as a mud 
fence,” suggested by these broken 
down sod fences. 

To realize the importance of sod- 
houses in the conquest of the West 
is not, however, to appreciate the 
specific problems involved when any 
one pioneer set out to erect his new 
home out of the good earth. Such a 
story will be found in ‘“Sodhouse 
Days; Letters from a Kansas Home- 
steader, 1877-78." (Columbia Uni- 
versity Press.) 

The homesteader in question was 
Howard Ruede, who left his home in 
Bethlehem, Pa., to make a home in 
Kansas. He wrote almost daily let- 
ters to his family back East, and in 


~ 1928 these letters were discovered by 


John Ise of the University of Kansas, 
who had now edited them in this 
volume. 

Ruede tells all the details of cut- 
ting the sod, building the walls, put- 
ting up the ridgepole, etc. On April 
10, 1877, he told his family-just what 
his new house ‘had cost him. The 
total was $10.05, divided as follows: 
“Ridgepole and hauling, $1.50; raft- 
ers and straw, 50c; 2 Ib. nails, 15c; 
hinges, 20c; window, 75c; total cash 
paid, $4.05. Then there “was $4 
worth of lumber, which was paid for 
in work; and $1.50 for hauling it 
over, which, together with hauling 
and firewood, 50c, makes $10.05 for 
a place to live in and firewood 
enough to last all summer.” 

One wonders if information like 
this is not lying hidden and deterior- 
ating in family chests in the attics 
of Ontario homes, or even in frag- 
mentary diaries and account books in 
portfolios stowed so carefully away 
they have been forgotten, in Western 
Canadian cupboards and boxes. If 
so, one hopes that enthusiastic ama- 
teur historians will discover and pre- 
serve them before they get inad- 
vertently destroyed. It is from such 
documents that written history 
springs—from such source material. 
‘And in Western Canada the already 
available material is too skimpy to 
have any supplementary ffapers or 
records accidentally lost.

Patience, fresh flowers, absorbent 
cotton; blotting paper and cardboard 
are all you need to preserve the 
beauty of wild flowers,” Mrs. George 
Black says. 

The little white-haired member of 
parliament from the Yukon has 
given her formula for preasing and 
mounting fresh flowers so their 
beauty may be preserved. She is the 
originator of the craft known as 
artistic botany and says flowers 
mounted in this way last as long as 
five years. 

“after gathering, press the flowers 
between alternate layers of second- 
grade cotton and blotting paper, tak- 
ing care to tuck tiny wisps of cot- 
ton between each petal of many- 
petalled flowers,” is her first instruc- 
tion. 

“Then press a mediumeweight, and 
in 10 or 12 hours open to see if the 
flowers are in good shape. If they are 
still moist replace the upper layer 
of cotton with a fresh supply, and 
press again lightly until dry. 

“When assured of this fact,’ she 
says, “remove all the cotton threads 
with moist finger and thumb, using 
great care, as dried flowers are fra- 
gile and break easily. When press- 
ing such flowers as lady slippers, 
stuff the pouch with a tiny wad of 
cotton.” 

Now the flowers are ready to be 
mounted. “On water-color paper 
paint in a background of suitable 
coloring, studying the flowers with 
a view to using a wash that will 
bring out the natural colors,” says 
Mrs. Black. 

“Paste the flowers on this card 
with paste made from flour to which 
may be added one-fifth mucilage and 
a liberal amount of salt Now paint 
in Shadows to make flowers stand 
out. Cover the card with maline, 
pink, white or yellow and your ‘artis- 
tic flower’ will be ready for mat and 
frame.” 

When making score or _ place 
cards, says Mrs. Black, maline is un- 
necessary, but narrow, bright-color- 
ed ribbons add to the effect and gen- 
eral beauty.

question of how they manage to re- 
sist rust may arouse some interest, 


‘Rust is caused by a minute fungous 


| parasite of microscopic size which 
has the péwer of penetrat:ng into the 
tissues of resistant and susceptible 
varieties alike. This fungous is a 
true parasite in that it thrives only 
in the living tissues of the plant. In 
susceptible wheat varieties the plant 
tissues are not immediately killed 
but show a remarkable tolerance to 
the rust fungus which spreads rapid- 
ly and absorbs nourishment from the 


| still living plant cells until the plant, 


its infections, dries up 
and dies. Resistant varieties show 
no such tolerance of the fungus. The 
rust fungus enters their tissues in 
the same manner as in susceptible 
varieties but there the s'milarity 
ends. The invaded portion of the 
plant tissue dies almost immediately 
and its death is soon followed by the 


|death of the invading rust fungus 
which, as already mentioned, thrives 
only in living plant cells. So small 


are these areas sacrificed to stop the 
spread of the rust that frequently 
they are invisible to the naked eye. 
Thus the damage done by the rust 
to highly-resistant al- 
most negligible

Thatcher is immune from 
a great number of rust strains but 
is moderately susceptible to others. 
Renown and Apex, while susceptible 
te some rust strains in the seedling 
nd early stages of growth, acquire 
a high resistance to apparently all 


| Strains by the time the plants are 


about half grown. The susceptibility 
of these varieties in the early growth 
stages is of little significance as 
stem rust does not usually arrive in 
the spring wheat region until the
